[have lately framed a clause, rendering it compulsory on the grantee 
to pay rates, with power, in case of default, for the lord to do so, and re- 
cover the amount by distress, adding, “‘ It being the true intent and mean- 
ing of the ties to these ts that rates and taxes, whether parochial 
or otherwise (except the income or property tax), shall be actually Jona 
fds paid by the said grantees in respect of the dues and rent, and shall 
‘not be evaded, or left unpaid, on any pretence whatsoever. , 

I have granted setts with this clause to parties who are foremost in 
their opposition to the bill, but they are aware that the “‘dish’’ was abated, 
in order to meet the provisions of this clause, and they acquiesced, be- 
cause, in fact, they are not affected. If the question be settled by statute, 
there will no longer be a field open for negociation, and the weight will 
inevitably attach to the miner. My great objection, however, to eeiaie- 
tion arises from a belief that it will not terminate with the present bill. 

For many years after the case of Rex v. Tremayne, landowners conti- 
nued to pay rates, though not legally liable; and miners must not forget 
that the scale of dues has of late years been very much reduced, and is 
lower in Cornwall than in any other part of England or Wales. — 

I trust this bill will be abandoned, and the county restored to its pro- 

iety. The lord and the adventurer are far more interested in obtaining 
an open market for their produce, and the removal of the smelting mono- 
poly. If the two conflicting parties would display some portion of their 
energy in compelling purchasers of our minerals to abstain from combina- 
tion, and regulate their prices by the demand, some permanent good would 
be done to the county. The present agitation exhausts the powers of 
many excellent men, which might be devoted to the great object of placing 
the sale of Cornish ores on the same basis as other industrial products, Let 
the recent “drop” in copper awaken us to asense of our abject condition.

If Mr. Guedalla and others intend to call the shareholders together to 
discuss these matters, I trast they will avoid blaming and criminating 
agents who are not present to defend themselves. Let shareholders re- 
flect on the peculiar positions in which their agents are often placed, and 
how they are tied down by directors, and checked by the conditions and 
the obstacles of the colony. Shareholders need not be surprised at seeing 
old and faithful agents Ar indifferent to their interest, and dis- 
gusted with London companies. I am not at all surprised at some agents 
establishing themselves on their own aceount in competition to the com- 
panies, when the shareholders allow directors to neglect and mismanage 
their affairs, and to damage the reputation of their agents, by misrepre- 
sentations, and by means of hirelings at meetings, to cover their own de- 
fects and shortcomings. These things are done daily, with the greatest 
impunity, im the presence of apathetic shareholders, and it is much to be 
regretted that absent agents should be made the scape-goats for the mis- 
management at home. 

Mr, Guedalla concludes by saying that he “only wished the directors 
of the companies could hear what was said at Melbourne.” 
The directors must be well acquainted with such sayings, from'the ef- 
fects of their own doings, Impolitic appointments, unsuitable instruc- 
tions, and perpetually tampering with their agents, at periods when suc- 
cess depends on paar Sree and support at home, must necessarily lead to 
unpleasant results, The colonials are not now much surprised at these 
things, but they are astonished that English shareholders should allow 
their capital be so used. What they say in Melbourne is, “ that it serves 
the shareholders right, and that if the whole of their property were to be 
taken from them by one of their agents, it is only what they deserve !’””

THE GOLD MINES OF VIRGINIA. 

Sin,—It has hitherto been usual to consider Australia and California 
as the great sources from which the world is henceforth to receive its sup- 
plies of the precious metals. Few are prepared for the announcement, 
that there exists a district in the United States of America as productive 
in gold, silver, and platina ores, as the richest of those favoured localities ; 
but although the world at large is ignorant of the fact, it has long been 
known that certain parts of the State of Virginia are very rich in gold 
and silver ores, and no less than four mining companies have already been 
established for the purpose of obtaining and reducing them—the Waller 
Gold Mining Company, the Liberty, the Chancellorsville, and the Garnett 
and Moseley—all of which have been promoted and carried on by means 
of English capital. 

It may be asked, How is it that these companies, with the means and 
appliances which capital provides at their command, have never succeeded 
as commercial enterprises? for I believe that not of them has paid divi- 

ds equal to common interest on the money embarked, The true an- 

er to the question is— Want of proper and scientific management. The 
ry of reduction and amalgamation of the rich ores undoubtedly raised 

all of them, has in every instance been faulty and imperfect, and no 
yield of precious metals equivalent to the per centage contained in the 
ores has ever been obtained. The managers of these mines have hitherto 
thought it sufficient to crush their ore by means of Cornish stamps, and 
when thus reduced to a coarse sand, to shake it up with quicksilver, and 
the result in each case has been a great loss of quicksilver and a very 
small gain of gold. They have overlooked the fact, or if known have 
been ignorant how to remedy it, that the precious metals are almost al- 
ways combined with sulphur in the ores, and that this destroys the mer- 
cury, and allows the gold to escape, so that the sand which passes as tail- 
ings from the amalgamator remains as rich, or very nearly so, as when 
first introduced into the shaking tables. A late invention, however, will 
effect a great change in the profits which may be expected to arise from 
these and similar mines. 

Dr. Holland, of America, has discovered a process for desulphurising 
ores, which has already been tried by two of the above-named mines, and 
found to answer admirably. In the case of the Garnett and Moseley, the 
refuse tailings of the mine, of which enormous quantities exist, the result 
of ay years’ working, contain gold and silver to the value of 10/. per 
ton. The Liberty ores are said to be no less productive, and as the cost 
of working is small, a large margin is left for profit. 

If the subject should prove interesting to your readers, I propose, Sir, 
to continue my remarks upon it, and to give you some account of the po- 
sition and prospects of the above mines. AURIPER, 








THE NORTH YORKSHIRE MAGNETIC IRONSTONE. 

Si1x,—Your Journal of last week contained an interesting abstract of an 
official report on the iron ores of the northern counties of England, but 
from some cause or other there is no mention whatever made of the various 
iron ores of the North Yorkshire oolite, which, from their accessible posi- 
tion, immense extent, thickness of seam, and excellent quality, certainly 
surpass in commercial value the ironstones of the mountain limestone, of 
the coal measures, and of the lias, all put together. It is evident that the 
learned geologists of Jermyn-street, from whom the report emanated, have 
not visited the North Riding very lately, or they would never have omitted 
to make known that the ironstone of the Cleveland district, lying on the 
top of the marlstone, formed but a fractional ‘and subordinate portion of 
the iron ores of North Yorkshire. The most recent discoveries, one suc- 
ceeding the other in different localities, have, however, disclosed to view 
the extraordinary bed of iron ore above alluded to, lying on the top of 
the alum shale, and capped by the freestone of the inferior oolite. It ex- 
tends from the northernmost part of the eastern moorlands, round by 
Longdale, to the western ment of the Hambleton Hills, near Thirsk, 
cropping out, within the interior of the table land, on the sides of all the 
numerous extensive valleys, or dales, which characterise the Yorkshire 
oolite. This seam, as seen in the geological section of the country, lies 
from 200 ft. to 250 ft. above the Cleveland ironstone of the lias, so that 
it is now locally known as the “ top bed,” whilst the Cleveland is called 
the * bottom bed.” From 4 ft. to 20 ft, in thickness it is remarkably free 
from sulphur, phosphorus, and other impurities, and contains from 30 to 
55 per cent. of metallic iron by analysis, the chief bulk of the ore being a 
protoxide and protocarbonate. The Newcastle ironmasters prefer it to the 
Cleveland ore of the lias, as it is entirely free from schistose impurities, 
which more or less adhere to the Cleveland iron in the puddling furnace,

At other places it is slightly silicious, reminding one of the Northamp- 
ton ironstone ; whilst in the Hambleton district, a few miles only from 


Thirsk station, the same bed contains nearly 20 per cent. of pure carbo- 
nate of lime, combined with 35 cent, of metallic iron; anda little 
higher in the oolitic measures there, a remarkable bed of rich hematite 
is found. Magnetic iron ore and hematite in the Yorkshire oolite are, 
i geological novelties for science and trade. With plenty of coal 
flux in the almost immediate neighbourhood of these ores, and with 
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IMPROVEMENTS IN IRON SMELTING. 
Str,—I was much struck with seeing, in your Journal of June 21, a 
notice of a report to the American Government on the chemistry of cast- 
iron; and perhaps you will permit me to bring an extract of it again 
before your readers :— 


‘Great advances have yet to be made in the manufacture of cast-iron, 
to improve its quality and reduce its cost. It requires 2 tons of Coal to 
make 1 ton of pig-iron. We can easily conceive the benefit that would 
accrue to all if some inventor were to discover a process of manufacture 
with half this quantity of coal: we hope such an improvement will yet 
be made. Who can describe the benefits that would be conferred on our 
people if iron were sold at one-half its present price? It would tend to 
reduce the cost of machinery, and give an impetus to every branch of busi- 
ness in our country—agriculture, architecture, commerce,” &c. 

We see in the report, and in this portion of it especially, the anxious 
wish and belief in the future existence of some great and as yet unknown 
improvement; and as a response to it, we have Mr. Mickle’s invention, 
which has been so ably brought before us through your Journal, and 
which will far more than realise the hope of the scientific and ingenious 
Americans whose report it is. 

It is also fair warning to us on this side the Atlantic not to throw aside 
a great good, and let our best customers appropriate it, which their intel- 
ligence and quickness of apprehension will lea them to do.

GOVERNMENT INSPECTION OF COAL MINES. 


Srr,—Your correspondent “Coal Miner” has been pleased, in his wisdom, to de 
signate my strictures on his attack on the Government examiners, and the successful 
gandidates for the inspectorship of coal mines, as ‘a marvellous epistle.” 

I am not at all surprised to find that it appears so to him, for he always trades in 
the ‘‘ marvellous.” When professedly writing for the information of his favourite 
** 200,000 working colliers,”’ in order to give his subject matter a touch of the *‘ mar- 
vellous,”’ he deals largely in Latin. So exceedingly “ marvellous” are hi8 notions of 
the most common-place things, that he cannot even discuss the appointment of anin- 
spector of coal mines without omens to his aid the history of “every empire and 
kingdom, from the earliest records of antiquity, to the latest periods of civilisation.”” 

Pursuing the same ‘‘ marvellous” strain, I observe, that in the introduction of his 
reply to my letter, he professes to write for “‘ the information of the Home Office,” 
and also “ for the beauty and freshness of truth.” But asa climax to the “ marvel- 
lous” self-esteem of ** Coal Miner,” he condeseends to assure me that I am labouring 
under a painful mistake, if 1 suprose ** Mr. Evans, personally, to be of that import- 
ance to justify the remarks in his letter.”” Doubtless, Mr. Editor, your correspondent, 
the “‘ Coal Miner,” is a ‘* marvellous ” man, and all things appear *‘ marvellous ”’ in 
his eyes. Yes! ** heis the man, and wisdom will die with him.” ‘Coal Miner” sets 
out with entering his “‘ unqualified protest against the unjust accusation of being a 
disappointed candidate.”

IMPROVED TREATMENT OF GOLD QUARTZ, 


Srn,— Allow me, through the medium of your Journal, to call the attention of the 
public to what it strikes me might be an ical imp ton the present sys- 
tem of extracting the precious metals, especially gold, from the rock. What I would 
t is the substitution of an aqueous solution for the mercury at present em- 
oyed to dissolve out the metal from the ore. I would recommend for trial the so- 
ation of chlorine, bromine, or nitro-muriatic acid (these not applicable for silver, 
however,, and more particularly the solution of cyanide of potassium, or other alkili 
metal; or, in case the fumes from the cyanide should prove troublesome (though oy 
conducting the process in closed vessels all inconvenience from this source might, 
Delieve, be avoided), some of the double cyanogen salts, as the ferro-~cyanides or ferrid- 
eyanides, which emit no hydro-cyanic fumes, might be employed. 

By the substitution for mercury of one of the above-named or analagous substances, 
we might expect to derive, amongst others, the following advantages :-— 

1. Dimini<hed expense by the use of a cheaper solvent. 

2. The pulverisation and trituration of the rock would not require to be carried so 

far, from the more penetrative nature of the solvent. 

3. The unhealthy effects of mercury would be avoided. 

The sepsration of the dissolved metals would finally be easy, and might be prodaced 
either by gal . by p one of the common metals, or by precipita- 
tion by other substances, the chemist. I might easily multip!y sug- 
gestions and detail experiments, but hope that whet I have said may be enough to 
¢all attention to the feasibility of some less laborious than what is now in u 
or to induce some one who has the materials for experiment to give the plan a tri 
on a sufficient scale to test fairly its value, which abstract reasonings alonc, or even 
experiments on a small scale, ean never thoroughly do. By any one having a suffi- 
cient quantity of gold quartz at his command such a process may be tested ata very 
small expense, as the precious metal, or any part of it, not taken up by the aqueous 
solvent must, of course, remain where it was, as accessible as ever to the old mer- 
curial or any other process.— Old Aberdeen, June 26.

No time would appear more suitable than the present for the adoption 
of such a measure, no triumph baving been obtained on either side.

Sra,—There are frequent complaints, by speculative adventurers in mines, of the 
large amount of loss to which they have occasionally to submit from the variations in 
the market price of shares, which bring discredit upon mining enterprise generally, 
although most unjustly. The cause of these complaints is that in the mining share 
market there is seldom a steady te business doing in any particular stock— 

ing usuaily either great excitement or ¢xtreme dulness. For instance, with- 
out any material alteration in the general appearance of the mine, the Wheal Basset 
shares rose, in a comparatively short time, to nearly ten times their market price 
previous to their becoming a ‘‘ star” upon the market. Rosewarne’s rose from about 
par to 15 or 16 times that of the amount paid, and areeven now quoted from 75 to 80 
and with every other mine at this moment in public favour the same fluctuation has 
taken place. Now, I do not intend to say that the fact of a mine becoming profitable 
should be no inducement to the buyer to give an advanced price, but I contend much 
damage is done to mining by the too great eagerness of intending adventurers, im- 
mediately on a mine appearing likely to pay dividends, on the one hand, and the too 
great disregard for all mines which have not actually paid dividends on the other. 

Were capitalists to pay less regard to the brokers’ recommendations, and watch 
more narrowly their own interest, those mines for which there is such extraordinary 

d, at exorbitant rates of premium, would be the last to attract their notice; 
whilst those with fair prospects and good management (which most mines managed 
London secretaries are particulary free from, although there are, of course, ex- 
ceptions) would be more the object of their consideration. The present is an excel- 
lent opportunity for buying in most mines; and by a judicious selection I think a 
‘remuneration might be obtained for the capital invested.

“Then you 
would do so without any guide, for want of knowing the general law of statification 
—** Yes.” ‘* Have you any books with you, showing the laws of stratification, or 
any on mineralogy ?’—* No.” 1 then advived them to purchase a few, and makes 
good use of them on the voyage, to which they made no reply. 

All this took place at the Bull Hotel. About half an hour after I left: I bad not 
proceeded further than the Exchange before some one tapped me on the shoulder. 
On turning round, I found it was the foreman of the three, After apologising for 
80 aceosting me, he earnestly solicited me to inform bim what books lie could pur- 
chase that would be useful tohim. Being pressed for time, I gave him Mr. Hopkins's 
address, advising him to purchase his work,; and told him to ask Mr. Hopkins to 
select a usefal work on geol and one on mineralogy, which would bes 
each for them to peruse daring their out; the three could borrow and lend.

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RATING OF MINES TO THE POOR, 
FIFTH DAY—Tvespay, Jury 1. 


The Select Committee of the House of Commons, appointed to enquire 
into the law and practice respecting the Rating of Mines, resumed its sit- 
tings to-day, and proceeded to examine— 

Mr, Micuaet Wriu1ams, M.P., who spoke so low that he was scarcely 

adible. As we understood him, he stated that he resided in Cornwall, had some consi- 
: experience in mining, and had given much consideration to the sutject of rating 
mines; and as the county looked up to him for an opinion, he wished to be very parti- 
cular in what he said.. He found that from 1762 and 1789 the lords were universally rated 
jn right of their dues, and continued to be until 183%, when Mr. Tremayne’s case was 
. He was satistied that mining operations tended to increase the poor of a district, 
bringing an increased population, and it was only just, therefore, that mines should 
contribute to the support of the poor, and he held that the dues should be the basis. 
Ruting the lord on his dues worked well and harmoniously in Cornwal) for 60 years, and 
he would now put the lord on the same footing as before, and would again rate him on 
his dues. ‘The principle of rating did not retard mining adventures for 60 years, and he 
was confident that if the lord were compelled to pay on his dues, no prejudicial effect 
would result. Such was the injurious tendency of mines evading the rates, that in the 
famine year some of them came forward volaatarily and contributed towards the relief 
of the poor. He thought it would be unjust to throw the working mining population on 
the occupier of the soil, In Cornwall, he found that the prices of provisions were not 
higher than elsewhere. The statute of Elizabeth was passed in 1601, and the Governor 
Company for the Sinelting of Lead were first rated in 1774, when the case of Rolls v. 
Jell was decided. In 1789, St. Anne's and St. Agnes were rated, and the first attempt 
of the Duchy ot Cornwall to evade the poor-rates was in 1840. ‘The lords were first rated 
in Gwennap in 1794, Ilogan was first rated in 1799, Redruth in 1797, and Camborne in 
1917. There were 14 mines which produced the bulk of the copper raised in Cornwall 
and Devon, In these the lords have insisted on the rates being paid ; some that the lords 
should pay, others that the tenant. The Duke of Bedford compelled the tenant to pay 
the poor-rate. All Basset mines paid rates with one exception, Wheal Basset. He was 
deciledly of opinion that the lord should be rated in right of his dues, He would make 
the dues the basis, and would rate the lord, because he was in receipt of the only certain 
t, the other being uncertain. He did not think rating would interfere with the legi- 
timate specalations. In Cornwall, there was such 4 spirit of speculation that the miner 
may be induced to wd the rates. In many instances large duvs were paid to the lord, 
and it would be unfair and unjust to farther tax the tenant. If the lord had to pay the 
poor-rates, he would not expect higher dues. : : 

By the Cuarnman—If the law made it compulsory on mines to pay poor- 
rates, the burthen would fall upon the lord, because adventurers were not in general 
prudent in making their bargains. He would not have the law interfere with the lord 
and his tenants. It was only since the evasion of the rates that clauses were introduced 
into leases binding adventurers to pay all rates. Where the dues did not piy the rates, 
the onus fell with ouble force upon the agriculturist. In Gwennap, the rates were 8s. 
in 14, whilst before the evasion they were only 3s. 6d, He considered that the agricul- 
turists were unfairly burthened, for it had been shown that they were in Cornwall us 
two-fiftirs to three-fifths compared with the mining population. In existing leases, where 
the landlord and tenants had joined to evade the rates, the payment ought to be equally 
divided between them, His general opinion on the question was, that the whole of the 
burthen should be thrown upon the lord, uniess by a private arrangement it was other- 
wise agreed. Coal mines were first rated in 1601, lead in 1762, tin in (749, and copper 
in 1789, He was aware that deep mines made much difference in the profits, which were 
very fluctuating. Most of the 14 mines which produced the mujority of the copper were 
rich. Among them were Wheal Basset, Wiieal Buller, Carn Brea, Devon Great Consols 
Hingston Down, North Busset, Crinnis, South Frances, United Mines, West Basset, and 
West Caradon. Some ot these were more profitable than others. He did not know the 
exact proportion of the unprofitable mines being at work, nor the number, They might 
amount, perhaps to 100, The lord’s profit was the only certain one. In coal mines 
there was some Guta to go upon, as they were so regularly stratified that their vaiue could 
be ascertained. It was not so with copper lodes, as it was frequently found as they weut 
down that they had ore for @ few fathoms only, He knew that thece were such things as 
faults and dykes in coal mines. 7 

By the Commirree—Was one of the deputation from Cornwall to geta 
reduction on the daty on timber, and succeeded, upon the ground that the price of eupper 
was then very low, being 40 per cent. less than it is at present. There lad been a re- 
duction of 20/, per ton in copper this week. The profits would be less on copper by the 
amount of the reduction, and the adventurers would consequently receive less benefit, 
and the probable effect would be, that the poor population would, to a great extent, be 
cischarged, and become an increased barthen on the parish. We received about two-fi ths 
of the copper that came from Chili, Peru, and other paris. Mining was very uncertain, 
but he did not think it would, taken as a whole, show a loss for the last 10 years; the 
price of copper had been very high, and mines have been remunerative. Whenever one 
mine stops another commences, and it was probable that tie population would shift, but 
it would not be the case with the widows and their children. He was largely connected 
with Swansea. Asto whether smelters ought to be rated on their produce, it might as 
well be asked if the guods in a shop should be rated. The cottages about their works were 
rated, as were also their furnaces; on the same principle al) trades should be rated. He 
did not know that the average rates in mining parishes were higher than any other 
parishes; they were in Gwenuap, but the rating of the county of Cornwall was lower than 
the average of England. He did not think that the reduction of the duty on foreign 
copper had increased the poor-rate. The corn law was repealed, but they did not find 
a corresponding reduction in the price, nor an increased poor-rate. For the last seven 
years ihe rates of St. Just were 7s. ia i4. In that time the price of copper and tin was 
very high. If the price of metal went down they would probably see the burthen in- 
erease ov the agriculturist to 10s. in 11, or probably more. He believed the greater por 
tion of the Devon Great Consols labourers resided in Calstock. Considered that mives 
ought to be rated to the poor, and the rating spread over a larger area. In mines where 
there was a doctor and club fund, and the men received 30s. per month, the parish 
would, of course, be relieved to that amount. The former practice of rating was as fol 
lows: —The overseers applied to the counting-house on the mine for an account of duey 
paid to the lord for the preceding year, upon three-fourths of which the rates were levied, 
Jn mines women and chil were employed at surface; the latter at about the age o 
10 or li years. They might probably get work in other places. Gwennap Union con- 
tained 60,000 inhabitants. Three of the parishes were mining and five agricultural. In 
the agricultural districts there were no mines, but the miner frequently worked in one 
parish and resided in another, When the cottages are built the lords have a rent. When 
the mine ceased these were not occupied, and there would be an increased burthen on 
those who were left. Up to 1839 the rate fell entirely upon the lord, who did not receive 
higher dues then. Mr. Tremayne had said he wished that he had never tried the question, 
because it would be the means of causing an injustice, by increasing the burthen on the 
surface tenants, 

Mr. Suyru, from the Duchy of Cornwall office, said he had the manage- 
ment of the whole of its mineral property in Devonshire and Cornwall. He had been to 
the Duchy Office about four years, and resided a great portion of the time in Cornwall. 
The mines in which the Duchy isinterested comprise 6tin, 8 copper, 26 lead, and 40 silver 
The leases were usually drawn for money payment. In the tin mines the dues were stil 
peid in kind. The alteration in the mode of payment commenced in 1840, the money 
payment was found more convenient to the Duchy than payment inkind. Their largest 
mines in Cornwall were in the districts of Culstock and Hayle. The Duchy mines in 
cluded the Great Vor and Hingston Down. Its dues amounted to some thousands, and 
were free from the poor-rate, which feli upon the surface owners. ‘There had been con- 
siderable sales of the surface property, which had been sold at lower rates than they 
otherwise would, as the mineral rights were reserved. He did not know the extent of 
the manor of Calstock in acres. we iy three fron mines; one on a large scale in Lan- 
livey.

Of the 12 mines 
working in 1832, some had becn abandoned at intervals and re-commenced. He could 
not give the whole number of mines at work at the present time. 

Mr. Rosarres, M.P., represented large interests in East Cornwall, al- 
most the largest in the county. On that property there were various mines, = ont of 
tin and eopper, but very little iron. To the subject of rating mines, he had in the last 
two years given great attention. He had come to the conclusion that it would be very 
imprudent to place any additional tax upon the adventurer, and considering that the 
lord run no risk he thought he should contribute, to a certain extent, to the poor-rates. 
Taking the whole of the mines in Cornwall, the losses about counterbalanced the gains 
of the adventurers. He never went into any calculation on the amount of capital ex- 
pended, but it must be very considerable, whilst, on the other hand, the dues were inde- 
pendent of that risk. A part of tlat loss arouse from reckless speculation in shares, 
almost before the mine commenced. In London, a great many shares were disposed of 
in this way, He thought ic was due to the agriculturist that the lord should be rated, 
even in existing leates, where the rate, if paid by the adventurers, would fall heavily on 
him. Asa matter of justice to ratepayers, he would make the landiord pay. The agri- 
culturists were very muc! benefited by the mining enterprise, and there could be no 
doubt that where large mines were at work the surface land increased in value. Previous 
to 1432 the rates were paid by the lord. He did not think there was any great inequality 
in the rating up to that date, nor any great hardsiip as to rating the lords. 


oan Robartes’ evidence having concluded, the committee adjourned until 
riday. 
The Bill for the Rating of Mines having been abandoned, the present in- 


terest in the examinations may be considered in some measure as having subsided. 
Its publication for ulterior purposes, however, being of considerable importance, we 
shall continue its inse:tion in tne Journal—postponing for convenience of other press- 
ing matter, that of Captain 8. Seccombe and Messrs, Carlyon and Taylor, taken yes- 
terday, antil our next Journal,—which being accompanied by a Supplemental Sheet, 
will enable us to give it, with that of Tuesday and Friday next, in detail. It will be 
sufficient, therefore, for the present to state that the evidense given by Captain Sec- 
combe and Mr. Carlyon, replete with statistical detail of ‘beir own particular districts, 
may be taken as peculiarly valuable to the Mining Interest. The former entered very 
fully into the past and present condition of the eastern mining districts of the count: 
of nwall, and clearly demonstrated the benefits reaped by the trader and agricul- 
turist by the active operation of mines; whilst the latter pointed out with consider- 
able force the danger and impolicy of further increasing the burthens, which in so 
many instances weigh down and dishearten adventurers in mines. Mr. Taylor, 
farmer and lime burner, of St. Cleer, entered into a rambling statement, but his 
evidence did not add any new points to the views of the promotersof the bill. As the 
representative of a small section of agriculturists, he dealt in unguarded generalities, 
which had neither the advantage of fact or sound judgment to support them.

If by any unfortuitous event the 
Phoenix Mine ceased to pay dividends, and fancied or real grievances should arise in 
the management, it would not then bea private company, but the Mining Journal and 
the general public would hear of “* complaints loud and deep.” We really think it is 
scarcely fair to those engaged in mining pureuits to make a secret of that which 
should be a published fact ; and, although the company is in very few hands, we never- 
theless consider, despite its being the favoured of Nature, that the same frankness 
ought to be exhibited in its proaperity that would be displayed in its adversity; and, 
therefore, we hope in future to be furnished with a copy of the proceedings. 


Samerorp-Spiney, in THE County or Devon.—A large piece of land 
has b»en obtained from the Rev. Hole Parlby, forming an extensive sett, upwards of 
600 fms, on the bearings of the different lodes, and about 900 fms, from the north to 
south boundary.

Tue Government Grotocicat Survey.—The Colonial Government 
having determined upon appointin, a surveyor to inspect and report upon the island, 
some excitement has been created in Kingston upon its being intimated that the sure 
vey would commence at Trinidad, and consequently it might be two years before 
would reach Jamaica. A number of gentlemen connected with mining have a‘dressed 
@ memorial to the Governor upon the + 2 in which they state ‘* That the an~ 
nouncement made some months ago that Her Majesty’s Government would be pre- 
pared, in the event of requisite co-operation on the part of the colony, to direct a 
gevlogical survey of the isiand to be made by a professed geologist, to be specially 
accredited oy the Government for that purpuse, led the numerous persons who were 
engaged in mining enterprise to hope that an object so important would be attained 
at so early a — as to facilitate materially the explorations in progress throughout 
the mineral districts of Jamaica. Being largely concerned in mining operations vow 
in course of proxecution in various purts of the island, or otherwise interested in the 
discovery of mineral wealth therein, we bave learnt with regret and surprise that the 
Government officer appointed to perform the coloni | survey has been instructed to 
commence his labours in the island of Trinidad, where it is supposed he will be occue 
pied the next two years. We sabmit that, if the survey of Jamaica is to be deferred 
to a period so distant, the advantage contemplated in the employment of such an offi- 
cer will in 4 great measure be defeated. We venture to hope that your Excellency 
will appreciate, with ourselves, the vast importance of a geological survey of the 
island just at present, when the capital necessary to the successful prosecution of the 
works already commenced is an object of such immediate necessity.” To this com~ 
munic..tion the Governor-General sent an official answer, assuring the gentlemen of 
his earnest co-operation, and that he would forward their views to the Colonial Office, 


The CLarenpon Consonrpatep Mininc Company or Jamaica have ad~- 
vices to June 9: —At Stamford Hill, the lode in the 22, north-east of shaft, continues 
to present a favourable appearance, being about 10 ft. wide, composed of flookan, spar, 
and prian, strongly charged with green and blue carbonates, and stones of yellow site, 
per ore.

Provision is to be made for interest to shareholders at 5 per cent. per annum during 
the construction of the works. Water is supplied to the;inhabitants of Marysville, at 
present, by water carts, and is very expensive; the charge for a bucket of four gal- 
lons being 6d., and two hogsheads delivered daily are charged 32s. per week ; pay: 
ment is made monthly in cash. In the city of San Francisco the price of gas is 3/. per 
1000 cubic feet. The San Francisco Gas Company is now in active operation, charg- 
ing that price, and deriving a profit of 70 per cent. on the capitalexpended. Mr. J. 
G. Lynde has reported very favourably upon the project, and from the results attained 
by other companies in the same locality, and established for 1 similar object, there 
appears fair grounds for anticipating a successful issue. The importance of the esta- 
blishment of gas and water companies in California has long been the subject of re- 
mark, both by ourselves and by our numerous correspondents in California, and 
amongst the more earnest advocates of the cause may be mentioned our indefatigable 
correspondent, Mr. P. Cadell, of Quartzburg. We may, in particular, refer our readers 
to one of Mr. Caddeil’s papers, which appeare’ in the Mining Journal of April 21, 
1855, as containing many valuable details, and the perusal of the Journal for 1855 will 
add much to the information of those interested.

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In the House of Commons, on Wednesday, the order for the second 
reading of the “ Rating of Mines Bill, 1856,” was discharged, and the 
Mining Interest has so far succeeded in staying the progress of a measure 
of invidious legislation, which, had it become law, would unquestionably 
have given a check to this important, but too often uncertain, branch of 
British industry. We opine that the stenuous exertions which have been 
made, both in the West of England, the mining districts of the North, and 
in London, have not been without their effect in bringing about so desir- 
able a consummation. But it must not be imagined the object of the 
promoters of the bill is defeated. They merely retire from the contest 
for a time, that the obnoxious measure may again re-appear in the ensu- 
ing session in another form; and it, therefore, behoves all immediatel 
interested in the successful progress of metallic and other mines to loo! 
with a jealous eye on the proceedings of these mine taxers, and to work 
with redoubled vigilance to place before the Select Committee of the House 
such a body of information as will place the ultimate defeat of any bill 
that may be contemplated by the select few beyond the possibility of a 
doubt. We understand the London Committee, appointed to watch the 
proceedings of the House, with Mr. Joun Taytor at its head, are busily 
engaged in preparing very valuable evidence ; and we have no doubt that 
the Truro Committee are equally energetic in their exertions; and we 
hesitate not to say that the results of their joint labours will be such as 
not only to defeat the measure, but to set the question of rating mines at 
rest, at least for some years to come. 

If we may judge of the evidence yet to be produced, ere the sittings of 
the select committee are brought to a close, by that which has already 
been given, our anticipations cannot fail of certain realisation. So far as 
the bulk of it goes, it is most decidedly against any legislative inter- 
ference with mines for tin, copper, lead, and other metals, from the un- 
certainty attending the search for them, and the disadvantageous position 
in which they will be placed by any increased burthen on their energies 
in competing with foreign countries, whose Governments have of late 
years, in this respect, adopted a policy directly at variance with that 
which personal interest, or abstract justice, would oppose to national po- 
licy and public good in this country, 

e have it on record, supported by the most indisputable facts adducible, 
that any increased burthen on mines would be attended with great danger, 
and would, in all probability, by throwing the miner out of employ, in- 
crease the responsibilities of those who now pay the poor-rates, and who 
are enabled to do so by the great influx of workpeople the active prosecu- 
tion of mining operations has brought into the various districts where the 
are carried on. This is not only true in reference to localities in whi 
mines are profitable, but is equally applicable to those where enormous 
sums are expended in its unsuccessful prosecution. Mr. Darxz, in his 
examination, after citing Illogan as the model rate-paying mining district, 
against that of Gwennap, which had ceased to contribute, triumphantly 
asks, What would be the effect on the 10,670/. ratable property in the 
former, if the dues received, 13,213/., were exempt, and the burthen thrown 
upon the ratable property? Why, says Mr. Danxe, Illogan would be like 
Gwennap, and instead of, as at present, only having to pay 1s. 8d, in 1/., 
it would be saddled with a rate of 6s. It is quite possible, in the ordinary 
course of events, the evasion by Illogan of the poor charges would slightly 
inerease the responsibility of other ratable property; but will Mr, Danke 
tell us what would be the effect on the rates were all the mines in Gwen- 
nap and [logan to suspend operations?

vantage. Here, however, itis quite different, the smelter is the purchaser 
of the ore from the miner at his own standard ; he reduces it to Cake, in 
got, or tile copper, as the case may be, and then disposes of it to the ro ta 
acturer, who subsequently applies it to purposes of use or ornament 
There can be no disguising the fact that in this instance the smelter is the 
“middle man,” and by his position, dike all of the same class, has in his 
power both producerand consumer. For along pres the governing sys 

tem has been free trade, yet by a strange anomaly we find that in ad 
the greatest branches of our industry a monopoly still exists, and that of 
the grossest kind. If this occurred in any of the necessaries of life the 
indignant voice of the public would ery out, and it would not be allowed 
to exist a day longer. 

Let us look at the case dispassionately : here are some seven firms who 
regulate the price of copper, exalting or depressing it at pleasure, without 
giving any assigned reason for so doing. It is true, they are enabled to do 
80, owing to combination and capital, but they should remember that whilg 
their vast amount of wealth should receive its rights, yet that it has its 
duties, The fall in the price of copper, though it has affected in a slight 
degree several of the smaller mines, we are of opinion will not check in 
any measure legitimate enterprise. The general feeling among several of 
the larger holders is that materials as well as labour must be cheaper, and 
therefore, the greater mines will not suffer. It is, however, far different 
with several of those foreign undertakings who have consignments on their 
way to England; many of these, owing to the ill-advised measures of 
the smelters, will not be able to pay the dividend which their share. 
holders anticipated, and hence a large amount of distrust must be engen- 
dered, while few will endeavour to fathom the reason why such should 
have occurred. For years past we have exposed the system; we have 
shown that when all was disunion er the miuers, the smelters were 
united, and hence the secret of their uniform success. Capital toa great 
extent must always use a great, and in many instances an undue, in. 
fluence ; but this should not be controlled by caprice : a gradual reduction 
all parties were prepared for, but one so sweeping and sudden as that of 
2d. in 1 Ib. was never anticipated. 

We do not pretend to offer or suggest any remedy for the present evils, 
As our miners receive a more liberal education, they will in course of ttme 
be enabled to rid themselves of the present incubus, which weighs so 
heavily on their industry. As we have stated on a former occasion, wo 
do not imagine that the late detrimental proceedings will cause any ma- 
terial injury to British mining enterprise ; though we cannot conceal from 
ourselves the fact, that in some of the lesser mines a temporary embarrass- 
ment may ensue. Smelting works have been carried on successfully in 
foreign countries: in a few years the Swansea monopolists will lose the 
supplies of rich ore they obtain from South America, and probably be de- 
pendent on our home mines, Let them receive their fair share of profit 
for reducing the ores, interest of capital, &c.; the miners, however, should 
be treated fairly, and the produce of the one not be raised or lowered to 
swell the plethoric gains of the other, 





The Joint-Stock Companies Act, 1856, has passed the House of Lords, 
and now only awaits the Royal Assent, to become law. It is true the 
amount of opposition with which it has met is unwarrantable, considering 
the probable results that will accrue; but it is doubtful whether that op- 
position has not caused a more careful consideration of the subject thanit 
would have received had there been no difficulties to contend with. The 
bill, as it at present stands, appears to be all that could be desired ; affording 
the utmost facility to the shareholder for ascertaining the position of the 
company’s affairs, and to the creditor for the securing himself against loss, 
whilst the clauses relating to the government of the company are so styin- 
gent upon those in power, that fraud on their part, to any extent, is al- 
most impossible, unless from extraordinary neglect on the part of the sbare- 
holders, The amendments introduced in the House of Lords are not nu- 
merous, and appear rather to increase the power of the bill than otherwis:, 
and at the same time to give the shareholders more control over their own 
affairs. The verbal amendments which do not alter the effect of the clauses 
in which they occur we shall pass over, and confine ourselves to allusions 
to those insertions and omissions of a more serious character. A very im- 
portant clause has been inserted for providing against the payment of div- 
dends whilst the company is known to be insolvent. It enacts, that “if 
the directors of any such company shall declare and pay any dividend whea 
the company is known by them to be insolvent, or any dividend the pay- 
ment of which would, to their knowledge, render it insolvent, they shall 
be jointly and severally liable for all the debts of the company then exist: 
ing, and for all that shall be hereafter contracted, so long as they shall

We have now alluded to the whole of the material amendments in the 
Lords, and it will be seen that our assertion that the bill is not lessened 
in excellency is correct. The only amendment which is likely to be at 
ill disliked by the public is that which allows the repeal and alteration of 
the Articles of Association ; yet, although an inventor may consider that 
be was fully entitled to the protection given him by the clause as it ori- 
giually stood, it was open to many objections ; whilst it would appear 
that any claim he might have upon the company could be amply secured 
jy him by a deed annexed to the Memorandum of Association. 








With the view of enabling our readers to appreciate the important un- 
jertaking submitted to the public by the Socteng Paristznne, we have 
attentively examined the various details of business intended by that com- 

ny. We shall now present a brief statement of the position of affairs, 
aid the result of our investigation. 

Every one acquainted with the coal trade knows that in the time of 
louis Purtirre English coals were excluded from general consumption 
in the interior of France, by heavy and almost prohibitive duties; and 
that, on the other hand, acting up to his well-known family policy, that 
monarch favoured the introduction of Belgian coals into I'rance. The 
Belgian coal fields are extensive, and there is no doubt that, in the district 
of Mons, there is to be found a tolerably good quality of coal; but it is 
nther the exception, whilst in the Durham and Northumberland mining 
districts the coal of superior quality exists as the general rule, containing 
litle sulphur, pyrites, or shale, and excelling for every industrial pur- 
pose all other kinds, At the same time, the thickness of the seams, the 
abundance of labour, and the advantages of mechanical appliances and 
fnancial resources in England, give facilities to our northern coalowners 
which the Belgian and French do notenjoy. Wemay observe, also, that 
in Belgium the quantity of coal available is so limited that the Government 
engineers calculate it will be exhausted in 20 years. King Leoroup, with 
his usual shrewdness, has taken the hint, and admitted foreign cvals into 
Belgium free of duty. The condition of the French coal fields does not pre- 
sett the possibility of any serious competition in that quarter, and we, 
therefore, omit further observation regarding their capabilities. 

When the Orleans dynasty was upset, the Belgian coal trade had began 
to assume considerable importance, on account of the increasing consump- 
tion for steam navigation, gas, and railway purposes, as well as by reason 
of the establishment of numerous manufactories along the course of the 
Seine—the application of coal as household fuel, which has recently attained 
toa large development, being at that time merely a remote possibility. 
The revolution of 1848 alarmed the Belgian mine owners so much that 
they sold their produce at any price—indeed, below the cost to them ; in 
fact, the stagnation of trade, which cut off the most important sources of 
demand, was the substantive motive of the reduction. ‘This may be con- 
sidered as the lowest ebb of the trade, for ever since the year 1849 it has 

ned upon the consumers, augmenting both in extent and price, till it 
at length reached the culminating point. The cost of a ton of coal at 
that time, sold to the consumer at the importers’ dep6t, without carriage, 
aad exclusive of octroi, or town dues, was, for unscreened coals, about 
22 frs.; and for the large, 30 frs.; it is now 52 frs. for the best Mons. 
_ This fact does not represent the actual state of the market. The custom 
in France has hitherto been, on the part of the great consumers, to obtain 
contracts from the importers for a long term of years, to secure their re- 
rand supply, and it is manifest that a contract of the kind, made four or 
Ve years since, must be now greatly to the disadvantage of the contractor ; 
consequently, we still find prices subsisting at 25 frs., 26 frs., and 27 frs. 
noreover, the quality is so various that there has been a kind of com

entlemen prepared their report, which we have before us, a clear and ela-

= resolution to patronise the affair was adopted, there was a very 
ong and accurate investigation ofevery circumstance. We cannot, there- 
fore, decline to adopt the conclusions of the coalowners, and we must re-. 
commend the undertaking to the consideration of all concerned ; to the 
London community, as interested in the extension of the means of sup- 
plying cheap provisions, and the luxuries of life; to those interested in 
every English port whence French goods are exported; and to all who 
desire to invest in practical and bona fide enterprises. 
The Soctere Partstenne appears to have secured the cordial co-opera- 
tion and support of the Eastern Counties Railway Company, of which, in- 
deed, the proprietors are vitally concerned to encourage the plan proposed.

The Fort Bowen Mininc Company held their annual meeting last 
week, and although the proceedings might be deemed a little stormy, they 
were, upon the whole, satisfactory.

However, the shareholders have determined not to 
supply the necessary funds for obtaining the water power; and perhaps 
it may not be too much to state, that those who have resided in that 
country will consider they have acted wisely in so doing. 

The next point brought before the meeting was the nature of the steam 
power they were using, and the construction of the boilers, Now, al- 
though one of the directors observed, that whilst “ In the multitude of 
counsellers there was wisdom,” there might be also confusion, there 
were ae a | some hints given that are worthy of the consideration of 
the board, ‘There are difficulties to contend with at the mines, as to the 
construction of the boiler, that require peculiar attention: the only fuel 
they can obtain is wood, and that of a non-bituminous nature; and it is 
quite evident that they have hitherto been losing a large proportion of the 
heat; this is a fact that, no doubt, the directors will concede is correct. 
Dr. CoLtygR recommended a locomotive tubular boiler, as the one best 
adapted for economising the description of fuel they were compelled to 
use, and enable them to obtain more steam power than by any other plan. 
But the directors need not take the opinion of Dr. Cottyer; the question 
is so simple that there are plenty of able engineers in this country wh« 
would at once solve it; and after the many errors that have been com- 
mitted, and the enormous amount unprofitably spent, the shareholders 
“es satisfied that the best advice will be obtained. 

ith regard to the value of the mine, it is only necessary to refer to 
some communications in another column; and, without commenting on 
them, we will leave the proprietors to judge for themselves as to the pro- 
bable chances of success; while we hope at some future day to be enabled 
to congratulate them on the result of their patience and perseverance. 








A very valuable report-has just been prepared by Lieut-Col. Kennepy, 
for the Bompay, Baropa, anp Centra Inpia Rarway Company, and 
which, as containing a large amount of useful information, requires more 
than a passing comment; we shall, therefore, give a brief abstract of its 
eontents.

Coat Mrininc Company.—In resuming our observations upon this pro- 
perty, we may state that a series of borings were put down in the district 
known as the Ruhrort concessions, and at each trial coal was found to 
exist in the supposed directions indicated by the explorings. ‘Ihe borings 
were 12 in number, and on examining the sections it will be seen that the 
coal beds are covered by the tertiary formation, which is known to over- 
lay the greater part of the coal basin of the Ruhr, the depth of which 
varies in these concessions from 30 to 80 English fathoms before the coal 
is reached. The near proximity of the Concordia explorations to the 
Ruhrort concessions, coupled with the facts proved by the borings, places 
beyond doubt that coal exists over the entire area ot surface included by 
these concessions of 3063 acres, Besides about 25 beds of coal which are 
known to be associated with those already pierced, there are 30 others, the 
thickness of which has been ascertained. Proceeding upon the most ace 
curate method of estimating the quantity, it would appear that above the 
level of 200 fms. from the surface there would be about 49 ft. of available 
coal, or 15 metres, extending over the entire area of the concessions; and 
converting this into English tons, and assuming a vend of 200,000 tons 
per annum, this would give a duration of 250 years, after making ample 
allowance for waste, or coal which may require to be left in the mines. 
With regard to the quality, according to the authority of the chief engi- 
neers of the Prussian Government superintending the mines of the dis- 
trict of Essen, all the coal found in the borings was of a coking or bitu- 
minous nature. As to the cost of working, calculating the expenses at 
neighbouring colonies, the raising about 100,000 tons of coal per annum 
averages 3s. 3d. per ton. Assuming, therefore, that 200,000 tons could 
be easily sold at Rhurort, according to the present prices, an annual 
profit of above 40,000/. would be realised. From the reports of Mr. F. L. 
Behr and Mr. J. B. Plumat, it appears at present incontestable that the 
coal basin, commonly called the basin of the Ruhr, is one of the richest of 
continental Europe. At the confluence of the two rivers a town has arisen, 
which was quite in its infancy in 1830, and which causes surprise at the 
present time by the prodigious progress it has made since that period. 
The Netherlands refusing the Belgian coals after the Belgian Revolution, 
were compelled to have recourse to England at first, and afterwards to the 
basin of the Ruhr, which thus entered into competition in the commercial 
world. From this period the coal trade of this district began a successive 
development, and the consumption has increased more rapidly than the 
production. Three circumstances, however, deserve especial mention— 
the numerous steam-boats established on the Rhine; the tormation of rail- 
ways, which traverse Germany from north to south, and from east to west, 
at the present day; and, lastly, a third cause, not less powerful, has con- 
tributed to give a fresh impulse to the trade, and a new demand for the 
production of coal: we refer to the enormous development which the ge- 
neral industry of the country has taken, but, above all, to the metal fac- 
tories, and especially to the fabrication of cast and wrought-iron. 








THE MINING AND INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS OF CORNWALL, 


- [PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL.) 

Jur 3.—The fall of about 18/, per ton in the price of copper (announced 
in the Mining Journal of Saturday last) came with some surprise upon the 
mining interest, when it had been so recently stated by the smelters that 
a fair business was doing in the copper trade. However, the smeltets 
have the prices so entirely in their own power that it is of no service for 
the miners to complain, unless they combine amongst themselves to re- 
medy the present state of things. it there were any movement amongst 
them for that purpose, the distaste which all monopolists have for any sort 
of competition, would probably create a rise in the price of copper as 
sudden as the present fall, Even at the reduced standard, however, con- 
sidering that materials have much declined, there is not much to appre 
hend in the way of any very bad consequences to mining, although it must 
be admitted that any further reduction in the standard will very severely 
try some of the deeper mines, and mines which produce chiefly ores of 
low quality. As capital has become much more abundant in the money 
market than it has been for some time past, it may reasonably be appre- 
hended that some portion of that increased capital will find its way into 
mining investments, which it cannot be denied, in many cases, pay a very 
high per centage; and, as it is believed that the present depreciation in 
the price of copper is only of a temporary nature, those engaged in mining 
pursuits may reasonably calculate on a renewal of mining activity within 
the next half-year. 

For the t the market continues dull, although there is some dis- 
position evinced to purchase in promising progressive mines, and various 
shares have changed hands during the past weck. Wheal Buller continues 
depressed, price about 470/., in consequence of the opinion that this mine 
has passed its meridian. Basset shares are about 320/., and probably, in 
consequence of the declension of the standard, most of the heavy shares 
will somewhat drop. The reports of Alfred Consols are good, and shares 
are in request. North Basset is discovering some good ore ground, East 
Basset is looking better than for some time past, but probably not much 
will be done in this mine until the granite is reached, and when that will 
be it is impossible to say. Wheal Cupid does not produce much ore at 
present, but there is a very promising lode in the 25 west. South Tolgus, 
and Great South Tolgus have attracted purchasers, in consequence of im- 
provements. In South Ellen, shares have sold at 8/. each. The winze 
in the 20 west is reported worth from 40/. to 50/. per fm.; the end west, 
on the flat lode, 15/7. perfm. North Frances has a very ponaviring See, 
and appearances of proving a good mine in depth. Wheal Jane sells very 
little at present: besides mundic, but it is thought by many that under the 
mundic something more valuable will be found.

As to the evidence betore the Select Committee (given 
last; week), the opponents of the rating had evidently the best of it, Mr. 
Darke’s dreamy scheme of stocking the rates when mines were rich ina 
parish, and investing some portion at interest, in the names of the Poor 
Law Commissioners, to be drawn, upon when the mines became poor or 
abandoned, and ceased to pay rates, isa sample of the crude and indigested 
ideas which seem to have oan the brains of the advocates for, the 
rating. Mr. Darke knows that there is no precedent in the legislation of 
the country for any such a practice as that of funding the rates, and how 
can he think that the House of Commons will now, for the first time, 
favour such a scheme, in order to please its promoters. The evidence of 
Mr. John Taylor, jun., is that of a gentleman who knows much better than 
any lawyer the nature of practical mining. He was of opinion that “any 
new tax on the energies of mining enterprise would be odious, and do 
considerable harm ;” and when we find his opinion so strongly fortified 
by the valuable testimony of Captain W. Richards, one of the most ex- 
perienced miners in Cornwall, and by Mr. Joseph Morcom, of St. Austell, 
and Mr. Meredith, both gentlemen possessing great information and in- 
telligence in mining pursuits, there can be little doubt of the result on the 
minds of the committee, whose duty it is to balance fairly the weight of 
the evidence that is laid before them, 

The publication in the Mining Journal of June 7, of a comprehensive 
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‘vertical and horizontal resistance to any weight or force which may be 


digest of the provisions of the new Joint Stock Compepies,Act, was W 
calculated to afford the mining public of Cornwell's good insight into the 
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nature of that measure, which has excited a great deal of discussion both 


in and out of Parliament. I do not a rehend, however, that the Joint - 
Stock will supersede the Cost-book System in Cornwall.’ The Cost-book 
System has worked favourably, and would still be much safer and better 
if shareholders would make use of it as they ought,—if they would insist 
on having two-monthly accounts, if they would appoint an auditor to exa- 
mine the accounts and see that all merchants’ bills are duly charged at 
the right time, and if they would numerously attend the mine meetings, 
and that not merely to dine, but to look closely into the management of 
their own property. With due precautions, the Cost-book System is a 
good one, and especially applicable to mining pursuits. It is, therefore, 
gratifying to Cornish adventurers in mines to see that the Cost-book 
System is preserved to them by a special exemption in the new Joint Stock 
Act, that cost-book companies “within and subject to the Stannaries,” 
are not obliged to register and come under the operation of the new Act. 

his exemption, it is believed, is due in a great measure to the represen- 
tations and exertions of the Vice-Warden of the Stannaries, 
Smirke, Esq., and if so, the mining adventurers of Cornwall cannot but 
feel thankful for his titaely and successful interposition. 

T observe that a correspondent of the Mining Journal recently made 
some remarks on the frequency of accidents from premature explosions 
when miners are preparing for blasting, and he suggested that safety cart- 
ridges should be used, imstead of charging with loose powder. I have be- 
fore alluded to the mamy distressing accidents which occur in this way, 
and am of opinion that the suggestion of your correspondent (Captain 
Westlake, of Trevenen Mine, near Helston) is well deserving the atten- 
tion of all mine agents and adventurers. Very few weeks pass in which 
the local Papers do not contain an account a) ame accident which has 
happened in preparing for blasting. At Par Consols, lately, a miner was 
killed by a hole going off, as he and his comrade were tamping ia the 
charge, and his comrade was at the time so seriously injured that there 
is little hope of his recovery.

ome improvement in the home demand continues, and rails are being made 
‘0 a gradually increasing extent. A general impression prevails that it 
would be greatly to the interest of railway companies to secure a superior 
quality of iron for rails by paying a higher price. The great difficulty is 
that there is a strong anxiety to shuwagood balance at the next half-yearly 
meeting, and by unwise sparing of the first cost, a perpetual recurrence of 
charges for re-laying rails is involved. It may reasonably be anticipated 
that the improved aspect of the monetary world will produce an increased 
demand for iron, and that shortly after the quarterly meetings an impetus 
will be given to the trade. 

The proceedings in respect to the bankruptcy of Mr. R. Greene, late 
banker, of Lichfield, were brought toa close on Thursday, when Mr. Com- 
missioner Balguy pronounced judgment on the application for a certificate. 
The leading features of the case are worthy of interest. The bankrupt was 
in partnership originally with Mr. Scott, his father-in-law, who died, when 
Mr. Palmer, another partner, senior to Mr. Greene, had the almost exclu- 
Bive management of the bank. Mr. Palmer died in 1850, and Mr. Greene 
then found on examination that the bank was hopelessly insolvent, the 
deficiency being to the extent of 70,000/., the total debts being 239,000/. 
A large part of this deficiency arose from a debt owing by Mr. Palmer, 
which there was not available property to meet. There was also a debt 
owing by Mr. Greene, which, however, his property was sufficient to dis- 
charge, but of which 15,000, remained undischarged up to the period of 
the bankruptcy. The bankrupt was advised by his London agents to keep 
on the bank, and when it;finally stopped the deficiency was about the same, 
but the total of liabilities being 50,000/. less, the deficiency was greater 
in proportion to the number of creditors remaining. Mr. Greene had occu- 
pied a high position in Lichfield, and indulged a highly cultivated taste. 
His expenses for the last five or six years were 17,000/. He stated that he 
attempted to reduce his expenditure, but it was noticed, and he was com- 
pelled to abandon the idea. The Commissioner mentioned several favour- 
able circumstances, but expressed his regret that the bankrupt had not 
stopped in 1850, when he first discovered that the bank was insolvent. A 
certificate of the second class, suspended for a year with protection, was 
granted. It was stated that the estate was expected to pay 10s. in the 

ound. Amongst the great mass of the inhabitants of the town and neigh- 
ourhood the bank was considered perfectly safe, and many individual in- 
stances of great hardship are said to be involved in its stoppage.

IRON AND COAL TRADES or YORKSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD.) 

JuLy 3.—The preliminary meeting of ironmasters, which has resulted in 
a determination to maintain existing prices, has given satisfaction to all the 
leading firms, who are well employed, and who have, during a period of 
comparative depression, “‘ weathered the storm” of low prices, and kept 
the works in full operation at the prices that have ruled for the last six 
months. Indeed, with the prospect of a good fall trade during the en- 
suing quarter from America, it would have been unwise to make any re- 
duction. _The demand from the States—which has been unusually light, 
and has disappointed the expectations of all the best informed men in the 
trade—has revived within the last few weeks, and bids fair to become 
good during the present quarter. So extensive are our relations with 
nearly all foreign nations, and so essential are our iron productions to 
them, especially in the construction of their railways, which appear 
likely to become of universal application, that little apprehension need be 
felt of any decline in prices. No other country than Great Britain is pre- 
‘pared, by its iron or coal workings, to supply the demand which must be 
created by railways throughout the world. 

There is 2 very steady production in the South Yorkshire and Derby- 
shire works, and we do not hear of less prices than the following being ac- 
cepted :—Bars, 9/.; hoops, 10/.; plates, 10/, 10s. at the works; but there is 
great reason for complaints of South Staffordshire makers delivering iron 
into Yorkshire at less than the above quotations. As good mine iron can- 
not be produced helow the above-named prices, we trust the buyers will 
soon be convinced of the folly of buying such worthless stuff as comes into 
market at lower prices. Scotch pig has undergone considerable fluctua- 
tions lately, but has rallied from the lowest prices, under the influence of 
increased demand and the reduction of the rate of interest by the Bank 
of England. The pigs of the Cleveland district are offered at lower prices, 
and are delivered into the Yorkshire markets at several shillings per ton 
below the price of Scotch. - 

The traffic on railways for the past half. year exhibits a remarkable in- 
crease, and has resulted in an extraordinary rise in the value of this long- 
depressed property. Thus, London and North-Western, with 553 miles of 
railway, has earned 70,000/,; Lancashire and Yorkshire, with 263 miles, 
61,000/.; London and South-Western, with 258 miles, 62,000/.; Great 
Western, with 319 miles, 55,000/.; Midland, with 498 miles, 49,0007. ; 
Great Northern, with 293 miles, 40,0002. ; South-Eastern, @ith 290-miles, 
38.000/. ; North-Eastern, with 682 miles, 
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and, coupled with the Board of Trade returns, a marked increase in our 
commerce, which isthe more cheering as it has been realised in defiance 
of dear money and provisions, and when causes were in operation that 
checked in some degree our relations with one or more foreign nations, 

The coal trade this week has manifested signs of improvement, consi- 








than they were a fortnight or a month ono. The London coal market has 
advanced its price, which at present is likely to be maintained. The pre- 
parations for the export of coal from Grimsby are going on rapidly. The 
colliers employed at the Oaks Colliery, near sley, have struck work, in 
consequence of the dangerous state of the pit, which they allege is not safe 
to work in. Mr. Morton, of Wakefield, the Government Inspector of the 
district, has been informed by the men of the condition of the pit, and at 
their request he attended and inspected it, but we have not yet learnt the 
nature of his report. The men have held several conferences with their 
employers, but as yet we have not heard whether the alleged:grievances 
ave been removed. The workingman’s train for the extensive collieries 
of Mr. Barrow, of Staveley, commenced ruaning on Monday last, but the 
experiment has not realised the expectations which were entertained of it. 
Mr, Barrow finds engines and carriages, and pays to the railway company 
2d. per day per passenger—the whole amount charged to each for a journey 
of about 10 miles. Notwithstanding this low fare, the great bu'k of those 
men who walk eight or nine miles per day to and from their work state 
that they cannot afford to pay the money ; the probability, however, is that 
they have not the prudence to save it. 
he mineral trades of these counties are now affording employment for 
twice the number of hands they did a few years ago, and new works in 
the coal district round Chesterfield are fast springing up. The demand for 
Derbyshire ironstone is increasing weekly, and there is a good prospect of 
future activity. The withdrawal of the Rating of Mines Bill is another 
a aaa illustration of what combined effort may accomplish. The Der- 
yshire miners, who would have been affected by it, have the honour to 
feel that they were first to rise in the battle, long before their Cornish 
brethren could be roused to action.

Juty 3.—The market for securities of all descriptions has heen exceed- 
ingly buoyant and active. The Government Funds rose day after day, 
and quote fully 1/. per cent. above last week’s quotations. This was owing 
to the great ease in the money-market, the prospect of an abundant har- 
vest, and the belief that our transatlantic friends are becoming more 
pacific in their intentions, When to these is added the prospect of the 
July dividends giving a great support to the market, the cause of this up- 
ward movement is at once perceptible, Shares followed the upward ten- 
dency of the funds, but transactions were principally confined to railway 
shares, which were in extraordinary demand, and rose in every instance. 
Great Southern and Western and Midland Great Western each 1/. higher ; 
Waterford and Limerick shares 35s., and other shares in proportion. The 
following are the latest quotations :—Consols, 965; New Three per Cents., 
962; Hibernian Bank, 314; National Bank, 35; Mining Company of

The half-yearly meeting of the Mining Company of Ireland was held

The posi- 
tion of the company may be properly seen when it is known that in the 
purchase of property, royalties, and the payment of old accounts now 
alluded to, over 10,0007, has been expended within the last 12 months, 
[The directors’ report, &c., are given in another column.) 
The case of the Mizen Head Mining Company has again been before

Juy 3,—The last settling day, like the preceding one, has proved fatal 
to small capitalists, and nothing is heard of among them but ezecution. 
However, no sooner was the actual state of affairs known, than the 3 per 
Cents. rose slightly—perhaps, more under the influence of the rise in the 
English Consols than from any other cause. Several brokers are said to 
hava suffered severely from the failure of their clients to fulfil their en- 
gagements; added to which the late action of M. Goupy against the Cre- 
dit Mobilier (about which I will send full particulars in my next), tends 
to make the future unsatisfactory. In the metal market there ig no move- 
ment worthy of note beyond the lowering of prices mentioned in my last. 
The quotations for metals stand the same. , 
In a former communication, 1 made some allusion to the curious pro- 
pensities which distinguish the relatives of the British Ambassador here, 
and spoke of the advantage which they take of his official position to carry 
on their private speculations, not always of the most honourable character, 
as may be seen from the following remarks, which were communica 
by an English engineer, long time established. The individual who sought 
to exploiter enother man’s invention, and at the expense of my correspon- 
dent, represented himself as the nephew of the English Ambassador, and 
when asked to cover the advances, pretended to be very indignant, and 
stated that that was not the way he was accustomed to do business, which 
certainly appears to be true, for hereafter it will be easy to believe that 
he is not accustomed to pay. He gave, as a proof of his respectability, 
reference to a banker in Paris, and to his lodging at the Grand Hotel du 
Louvre.

The 
Ambassador’s nephew desired the effect to be produced by vacuum, as a 
party in worked the same apparatus by a cc pressure. 
Although his patent was described to work by vacuum alone, he insisted in 
having the model made so that both vacuum and pressure were required ; 
for, although the hammer was forced to strike by the vacuum, pressure 
was required to replace the apparatus in position necessary for action. 
This job was paid for; the particulars have been given that some of your 
readers may probably recognise the source from which the invention was 
derived.* The individual in question wished my informant to act as his 
agent, and to be able to show the apparatus at work. For this purpose 
he took one with him to my informant, and requested to have it properly 
fitted up in his office, which wasdone. He ordered another appa- 
ratus, somewhat similar, but with certain alterations on his original plan, 
which was made, and, when completed, he refused to take the apparatus 
ordered, or to pay for the fittings erected in the office.

Separating Merars From THEIR Ores,—Mr. T. J. Chubb, of New 
York, bas patented a machine for effecting the separation of ores and metals, by a 
simple process, and without the use of water, which, if found to anewer the purposes 
of its construction, wi!ll prove highly valuable f.r gold and other mines, A machine 
of moderate size will, it is said, work off from 6 to 8 tons of crushed ore per day, and 
would thus save a considérable amount of the labour and expense connected with re- 
fining the metal by a chemical process. The object is effected by distributing the 
crusbed ore in a funnel to an elevated platform ; then, by a current of air, the metal 
is thrown out at one end, whilst the refuse finds its way to the other. ‘Ihe inventor 
states that his process is so certain, that there wouid not be 10 percent. of gold to the 
~ of ore found in the refuse. A company is in the course of formation for working 
the patent. 


Manvpactrvunre or Inon.—Mr. C.J. Hampton, of Llynrivale, Glamorgan, 
has specified his patent for improvements in the manufacthre of iron. Theinvention 
ists of impr ts in the facture of iron, by applying a combination of 
lime with an alkali or alkaline salt in the puddling and refining furnaces; for which 
purpose the alkali or alkaline ealt is dissolved, and the solution mixed with quicklime, 
and in this state introduced into the puddling or refining furnace, with or without 
other matters. He dissolves a caustic alkali, or an alkaline salt, in water, and with 
this solution slacks or saturates a certain quantity of quicklime, and mixes the lime 
so saturated with the iron in the puddling or refining furnace, which is then intro- 
duced into the furnaces, either alone or mixed with other ingredients, such as man- 
ganese or oxide of iron, The invention is nt confined to any definite proportions of 
the several ingredients, as they must be regulated by the nature and quality of the 
iron operated on, but the proportions found most generally useful are—1 44 Ib. of water, 
in which 8 ozs. of canstic alkali (preferring potash) have been dissolved, are used for 
slacking 3 |ba. of qu eklime, and the lime so combined with the alkali is introduced 
into the puddling or refining furnace (either alone, or mixed with other matters, as 
before named), and is then mixed with 5ewts. of iron, the object being that the alkali 
—— caustic, or as an alkaline salt) shall flux the impurities combined with the iron, 
e inventor does not claim the use of the alkaline salts, nor of lime, in purifying 
iron, as they have been separately used before; but he claims the use of the alkalies 
and the alkaline salts chemically combined with lime, by the process of slacking, and 
introduced into the puddling or refining furnace in that state of combination, either 
with or without other matters. 


Cast-Iron anv Cast-Steet.—Messrs. Price and Nicholson, of London, 
have patented some improvements in the manufacture of cast-iron, which consist in 
melting together any kind of grey pig-iron with the product of the intermediate pro- 
cess in the manufacture of wrought-iron from pig-iron, usually termed ‘‘ metal,” 
* finers’ metal,” or ** refinery metal,” to lower the per eentage of silicon in cast-iron, 
whilst the total amount of carbon therein remains about the same. The foreign 
elements contained in those kinds of pig-iron used for fuundry purposes are generaly 
found to be the same. The quantity in which these elements are present varies ac- 
cording as this iron has been smelted by the hot or cold-blast, with fossil fuel or char- 
coal, or to the natures of the ores; thus, when hot-blast pig-iron and cold. blast pig- 
iron are made from the same ores, fuel, and flux, the former, or hot-blast pig-iron, 
is found to contain a large amount of silicon and less carbon than the latter, or cold- 
blast iron. Charcoal pig-iron is found also to contain less silicon and sulphur than 
pig-iron smelted by either coal or coke, and this result is quite independent of the 
temperature of the blast. Thestrength of cast-iron is undoubtedly influenced by the 
greater or less per centage of silicon which it contains; this is the impurity generally 
present in the largest proportions, and perhaps, therefore, influences the guns of 
the iron toa greater extent than anyother impunity, The product employed is founa 
to be freer from impurities, and more especially from silicon, than either charcoal or 
coke iron, whilst the amount of carbon which it contains differs but slightly from that 
in the pig-iron from which it was manufactured, It is evident that if “ metal” be 
mixed with grey pig-irov, the mixture so made will contain less silicon than the grey 
pig-iron used alone, and that the per centage of silicon in this product will depend 
upon the relative proportions of metal and pig-iron employed; and further, than an 
iron, either grey or mottied, can be produced, according to circumstances. It will 
also be obvious, from the above statement, that by employing coal or coke iron, and 
“metal” obtained from the same, that a cast-iron having the composition of char- 
coal iron, as regards its quantity of silicon, may be obtained, and that by employing 
charcoal pig-iron, and metal made from the same, a cast-iron of exceeding purity 
will be produced. The pig-iron preferred is c)ld-blast, from spathose, argillaceous 
hematite, or magnetic oxide ores, to avoid the presence of too great an amount of 
impurities. The “‘ metal” is to be refined until it has lost the whole, or nearly the 
whole, of it« silicon, the object being to lose as little carbon as possible. Messrs.

Motive Power.—Mons. M, P. A. Gilardeau, of Paris, has patented an 
invention which consists, first, in using acertain quantity of liquid, equal to a weight 
of at least three atmospheres, to compress the air alternately into two parallel pumps, 
thereby obtaining a power equal to the weight employed; secondly, to make use of 
the compressed air for propelling a horizontal cylinder in which a vacua is produced; 
and lastly, to compel the weigt t employed for compressing the air to pass from one 
side of the apparatus to the other. 


Cast-Inon.—Provisional specification was filed, but protection refused 
to Mr. F. Prince, of London, for improvements in the manufacture of cast-iron, con- 
sisting in combining with cast-iron certain proportions of metals not heretofore em- 
ployed in combination, more particularly in the manufacture of ordnance and fire- 
arms; said improvements being designed for the purpose of giving to cast-iron 
greater tenacity, and rendering the same more homogeneous throughout than here- 
tofore. For the compilation of a patent agent, this specification is the most unintel- 
ligible and incomplete we have ever been compelled to read. 


Improvement IN Inon Hovses.—Mr. W. Clarke, of Hertford-road, 
Kingsland, has recently patented an important improvement in the construction of 
iron houses, consisting of a malleable iron joint. Its principal value consists in the 
facility for removing iron houses or other similar buildings, as it can be adopted by 
persons entirely uncultivated in mechanical craft, and when the parts are united the 
strength is fully equal to the wrought-iron part of the structure. The buildings may 
be separated and put together innamerable times without damage or injary, the parts 
of the building only requiring to be marked at the points to be joined. 


Improvep Roastine-Jack.—A patent (obtained through Mr. Campin» 
patent agent) has just been specified for Mr. W. Escott, of Tavistock, for improve- 
ments in the suspension roasting-jack, invented and patented by Mr. W. Symons ; 
it consists in this, thatinstead of the pinion, to which the meat is hung, working in 
connection with the ground and crown wheels, as in the old suspension jack, there is 
an additional pinion working with the ground wheel only, and carrying the meat, 
whereby the objection is obviated, that as the mechanism gets worn by the weight of 
the meat, the workings draw away one from the other; whereas, by the adoption of 
this invention, this additional pinion, which has nothing to do but work in the ground 
wheel, and carry the meat, is not liable to the objection afuresaid.
